els, that Secretary of War Floyd, 
under President Buchanan, asked 
for an appropriation to buy 1,000 
camels. But the Congress was 
unwilling. Most of the voters 
were in the South and East and 
they could never be persuaded 
’ that camels made sense. 


There was trouble, too, with 
the Arab drivers. They suffered 
mightily from homesickness and 
from absence of their own kind. 
Some of them died, and the 
graves of two or three are tour- 
ists’ attractions of today. 

At the end of the War Between 
the States some of the camels 
were sold. The rail line, pushed 
westward, doomed them, and in 
1886 the last were auctioned 
away.

Need of Home Rule 
Is Again Apparent 


Georgia cities are spreading their 
wings into neighboring areas that only a 
few years ago were sparsely settled areas 
of woodland and farms. 

Several local bills dealing with ex- 
tension of the city limits of various mu- 
nicipalities are in the works for intro- 
duction at the January session of the 
Legislature. 

In most instances annexation of popu- 
lated areas are healthy movements bene- 
ficial to the city concerned and to the 
area brought into the city limits. The city 
shows an increased population and tax 
digest. The annexed areas get city 
services. 

It does seem, however, that cities and 
the areas up for annexation should be 
allowed to settle the matter strictly at the 
local level. Why have to go to the Legis- 
lature and await passage of a bill before 
a local referendum on the matter can be 
held? Passage by the Legislature of a 
home-rule bill that will meet legal tests 
will end this sorry situation. 

Some of the very people who are out- 
spoken on the sovereignty of states are 
among those who jealously guard the 
power of Legislators over strictly local 
matters. The rights of individual cities 
and counties should be respected, as 
chould those of the state on a level when 
it comes to matters of federal-state 
concern.

State Increases Gains 


In Per Capita Incomes 


Georgia’s per capita income continues 
»} inch upward. 

Estimated figures from the Georgia 
State Chamber of Commerce show an 
increase of approximately 5.8 per cent 
for each man, woman and child in the 
state in 1956. The monetary increase Is 
from $1,333 per capita to $1,410. 

The percentage increase places the 
state in the first five in rate of income 


growth. Only Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and West Virginia exceeded 
Georgia’s rate. 


Considering that as recently as 1932 
per capita incomes in the state were only 
$189, the growth becomes phenomenal. 
It means more than can be said with 
statistics. It reflects better living, better 
health, better institutions and more abil- 
ity to pay taxes to support essential 
services. 

There is one fact, however, of which 
we cannot lose-sight. Average income is 
still one-fourth below the national 
average. While the spread has been nar- 
rowed, per capita incomes in the nation 
average $1,847. 

All agencies dealing with the state’s 
progress must work at the factors which 
make the differential. With coordi- 
nated effort, it can be erased in a few 


years.

Suez Still Is Closed; 
Egypt’s Nasser Gloats 


The revolt in East Europe has diverted 
attention from the fact that the Middle 
East muddle-‘has not been solved. The 
Suez Canal still is closed and there has 
not yet been made any serious effort to 
speed up its reopening except by Britain 
and France—efforts which President Nas- 
ser of Egypt has rejected. 

Meanwhile, delays in clearing the 
canal are proving a severe strain on the 
free world’s economy—especially that of 
Western Europe. It now is back in con- 
trol of Nasser. The U.N. action which 
made the latter possible urged that “upon 
the cease-fire being effective, steps be 
taken to reopen the Suez Canal and 
restore freedom of navigation.” 

The cease-fire became effective more 
than a month ago. Yet no steps have been 
taken by Nasser to comply with the U.N. 
request. He has consented to let the 
U.N. clear the canal and yet blocks any 
practical plan to do so. He has also “con- 
sented’’ to let other nations foot the bill 


for the damage he wrought in blocking: 


the waterway. 
The arrogant Egyptian dictator still 


is following the dictates of Moscow. Once 
British and French troops leave, he will 
find other excuses to prevent clearance 
of the canal. 

The United States bears a great re- 
sponsibility. Having saved Nasser, we 
must be just as firm with him as we were 
with Britain and France. Working through 
the United Nations, efforts must be 
stepped up to speed clearing the canal. 
Unless we do, Nasser’s victory will be 
complete.

Eisenhower-Nehru Talks 


Crowned with Success 


President Dwight Eisenhower and In- 
dia’s Prime Minister Nehru have con- 
firmed a “broad area of agreement.” 

Both further state they understand 
each other better than before. 

Each declare friendship between India 
and the United States is stronger than 
before. 

This is important. Very important. 

It means the President and the Prime 
Minister discussed the touchy problem of 
Red China and disarmament in the field 
of atomic weapons. It is obvious they were 
able to do so without becoming edgy.

Make Driver Education 


Compulsory in Georgia 


Beginning Feb. 1 in Michigan, no per- 
son under the age of 18 will be licensed 
to drive unless he has passed an approved 
course in driver education. No one under 
16 will be licensed. 

Michigan thus will become the first 
state to make driver training a pre- 
requisite for getting a driving permit. 

Says Dr. Clair Taylor, state superin- 
tendent of public instruction: 

“We feel that the time is long past 
when we can afford to send an inex- 
perienced youth out on the highway in 
a modern, high-powered automobile with 
no training or with some inadequate 
training by parents or other adults who 
themselves actually know few of the 
techniques of a professional driver.” 

Driver education has been made avail- 
able in the state without tuition or other 
charges. License fees are paying the way. 

The cost, whatever it is, will be low, 
for every survey shows that driver edu- 
cation cuts accidents to a marked degree. 

Compulsory education is under con- 
sideration in Georgia. More than one re- 
sponsible organization is_ insisting. 

The 1957 session of the General As- 
sembly is the one that should act. Putting 
it off means adding hundreds of names 
to the terrible traffic toll.

American People En joying 
Excellent Health Standards 


In:the Valdosta Daily Times 


During 1956 the American people enjoyed excellent health con- 
ditions, according to the statisticians who keep up with such things. 
For the year the death rate is indicated as 9.3 per 1,000 population, or 
on a par with that of 1955. The year just ending is the ninth in suc- 
cession to show a national death rate of below/10 per 1,000 population. 


A noteworthy feature of the 
1956 picture is the exceptionally 
low, death rate from tuberculosis 
—Xbout nine per 100,000 popula- 
tion. This represents a decrease 
of about 6 per cent from 
the all-time low established the 
year before. Ten years ago the 
death rate from this cause Was 
about four times the present level. 

Polio cases in the country this 
year were little more than half 
the number in 1955. 


A favorable health record also 
was established for diphtheria 
and whooping cough, both of 
which recorded fewer cases than 
the year before. However, there 
was a small increase in cases of 
scarlet fever and measles. 


New low mortality rates were 
indicated for both infant and ma- 
ternal mortality in the country. 
The infant mortality rate today 
is about 26 per 1,000 live births, 
which is about 25 per cent below 
that of 10 years ago. Much more 
rapid has been the improvement 
in maternal mortality, which 
dropped to about 4 per 10,000 live 
births this year from 15.7 in 1946. 
- The 1956 death rate from pneu- 
monia and influenza was not 
much different from that in 1955. 
A slight rise occurred in the mor- 
tality from heart disease, reflect- 
ing the higher death rate report- 
ed for coronary artery diseases 
and the further aging of the pop- 
ulation. There was very little 
change between 1955 and 1956 ‘in 
mortality from cancer and dia- 
betes. ; 

Our nation has made progress 
in improving general health con-

ditions, yet we can make sstill 
more progress in this direction 
as scientists learn more and new 
discoveries are applied.

Wise Men’s Travel 
Took Courage, Faith 


“Behold, wise men from the East came to 
Jerusalem” (Matthew 2:1). At Bethlehem on the 
first Christmas were strangers who had journeyed 
along the highway from the East. 


Theirs was the most complicated 


itinerary of all those persons who had traveled to Bethlehem. Long 
though their journey may have been, only a few brief pen strokes in 
a single chapter in the Bible chronicle their experiences. Yet how glow- 
ing is the story we have and how these wise men add to the drama of 


Christ’s . nativity! 

Biographical information about 
them is lacking. No names are re- 
corded. We don’t even know from 
what countries they journeyed. 
Legend has given us some grand 
and wonderful details but such 
footnotes are not Scriptural. Leg- 
end, for instance, tells us that 
these wise men were three in 
number. No Biblical mention of 
number is offered. 

Legend, furthermore, says that 
they were kings of Eastern mon- 
archies. This is a reasonable pre- 
sumption for they brought royal 
gifts to the Child. They paused 
long enough at Herod's palace to 
pay their respects to the local 
ruler after the fashion of visiting 
potentates. Finally they came ask- 
ing for one who would be King 
of the Jews, before whom they 
later knelt. Legend tells us that 


their names were Gasper, Mel- 
chior and Balthasar. 
The Bible records that after 


they paid homage to the Babe 
they returned to their homes 
again; away from Bethlehem they 
trekked and on into the unknown. 
For one brief moment they enter

into history. Then they as silently 


disappear from history—and enter 
forever afterward the hearts and 
imaginations of men. 


These were wise men _ though 
and their coming seems to suggest 
that the birth of Christ fulfills the 
wisdom of the past. These men 
were foretellers of wonders yet 
to come. They devoted their time 
to a study of the heavens wherein 
they knew God would reveal new 
truth to the anxious hearts of men. 
They were wise to look upward for 
a revealing of God’s will and they 
were even wiser to follow the 
sign that was shown to them. 


Not only were these men wise;

They had wisdom and courage;

Soviets Have Backs 


Against Iron Wall - 


WASHINGTON—If a layman were to put in his 
own words the opinion which the experts on So- 
viet affairs now are talking about he would say 


simply that the Soviet dictatorship is beginning to come apart at the 
seams. The experts might phrase it a little more cautiously and they 
certainly would warn that the period of decline and decay of the 
Soviet system may be long and painful and can be extremely danger- 
ous because a dictatorship at bay—a dictatorship uncertain of its own 
people—may lash out in any direction at any time. 


But the experts are nearly unan- 
imous in concluding that in light 
of the Polish revolt, in light of the 
continuing Hungarian revolution, 
in light of the increasingly open 
dissatisfaction of Soviet youth and 
the visible uncertainty in_ the 
Kremlin, we now may be witness- 
ing what the historians will later 
call ‘‘The Decade of Deterioration’’ 
of both the Soviet satellite empire 
and the Soviet dictatorship itself. 

Why is the Soviet dictatorship 
worried and divided over what to 
do about a little anti-Communist 
revolution in a neighboring state 
which never can be any threat to 
Russia? 

The reason is that to the Kremlin 
this isn’t just a little revolution 
against oppression. The events in 
Eastern Europe during the past 
two months strike at and, to a 
large degree, strike down the most 
cherished basic principles of Soviet 
communism. 

In the eyes of the Kremlin these 
are the horrible, dismaying things 
which have been happening: 

The proletariat in Poland and in 
Hungary have defied the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat. 

The Red army, sent to Hungary,

Sen. Gore Learns 


A Lesson in Japan

Communist chains. 


All this suggests that the seeds 
of self-destruction are planted deep 
in the Soviet system and that they 
are now beginning to bear their 
fruit. 


ment to build atomic reactors at AEC installations as models to help 
enlist’ private industry in peacetime atomic power development had 


failed in Congress’ last session. 
The measure barely got through 
the Senate because of Ejisenhow- 
er administration opposition, then 
died quietly in the House when 
both the administration and the 


electric power lobby got busy 
egainst it. 
This question about his bill, 


which took him by surprise, came 
at the end of a conference with 
Japanese atomic officials in which 
the Tennessee senator had discov- 
ered how American industry lost 
out in Japan because of the slow 
progress of development of atomic 
power here. 

In and out of season for the last 
two years Sen. Gore has been 
trying to get the AEC to speed up 
development of atomic power, That 
was the purpose of his bill, which 
he first introduced two years ago. 
He will try again in the coming 
Congress. And this time he will 
have another argument, by con- 
crete example, out of his Japa- 
nese experience. 

But let him tell about that in 
his own words as he put them down 
in a letter to ‘Sen. Anderson 
(D-NM), chairman of the joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, 
after he got home a few days ago 
from a five-week tour of the Far 
East, five days of which he spent 
in Japan. He wrote: 

“I write particularly to tell you 
of an extended conference I had 
with Mr. Shoriki, chairman of the 
Japanese Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, and also with Mr. Naka- 
sone, chairman of the Diet Com- 
mittee on Atomic Affairs. 

‘I found the Japanese authorities 
on the verge of entering into a 
contract for the purchase of a 
T5-million - dollar reactor from 
Great Britain which, in general 


terms, would be a duplicate of 
the British reactor now operating 
at Galder Hall, England. I under- 
took as best I could to persuade 
them of the advantages of buying 
an American-type reactor, partic- 
ularly one that would use a refined 
fuel element.”’ 

The Japanese atomic energy 
chairman then revealed that a 
representative of the Westinghouse 
Co, had been. to Japan in the in- 
terest of selling an American-type 
reactor, as well as a representa- 
tive from Britain who had super- 
vised design and construction of 
the Calder Hall plant, Mr. Shoriki 
had called in his technical staff in 
both instances. 

‘To make a long story short,” 
Sen. Gore said, ‘‘the Britisher had 
been far more convincing because 
he described a plant that was al- 
ready producing atomic power, 
while the American representa- 
tive was speaking more theoreti- 
cally of a design and a type that 
had not been proven.’ 

He added that to the Japanese 
officials he had ‘expressed confi- 
dence that, given time, the re- 
Search and development program 
of the United States Atomic En- 
ergy Commission would. develop a 
type of teactor that would be more 
efficient than the Calder Hall 


‘type.

Company could drop in anytime for breakfast, 
lunch or supper, so an idea for each in hand is just what 
you need for Christmas. 

Breakfast is a homey way to entertain. And it’s no trouble to 
make the meal easy but festive.
